Why Lieut. Pague Was 
‘Fighting Mad. 


Believes That ‘Col, Crofton Has 
Wronged Him. 


— 


The Commanding Officer of Fort 
Sheridan is Placed in a 


Bad Light. 


A Probability That the Imprisoned 
Man Will Not be Court-martiated 
for Shooting at His Superior. 
Post Sentiment. 


(BY TELEGRAPH TO THE TIM®BS.) 


CHICAGO, Oct. 7.—(Special Dispatch.) 
Inside facts have come out about the 
Fort Sheridan shooting. Lieut. Pague, 
who on Thursday last fired four shots 
at Col. Crofton, commandant, continues 
to remain in solitary confinement in the 
military prison at the fort. The new 
phases brought to light favor the im- 
prisoned officer. The most important 
fact developed since the shooting was 
given out today by one of the medical 
attendants attached to the hospital, and 
under whose care the lieutenant was 
placed when first arrested. 

From the statement made by this at- 
tendant, it is evident that Pague was 
placed in the post hospital on Thursday 
| morning. He made His escape from the 
ward in which he was confined and was 
on his way to the house when he was 
overtaken and returned to the hospital. 
All day Thursday the lieutenant was 
restless, but far from showing indica- 
tions of insanity. Shortly after dinner 
on the day of the shooting he spoke to 
the attendant of his troubles and con- 
cluded his remarks: “If I could only 
get out I'll bet I would find that old 
——-—— — in my house, as he is al- 
ways there when I am out.” } 

From circumstances that surround 
the shooting, it is conceded that the 
lieutenant referred to Col. Crofton, as 
he had previously referred to him as 
frequenting his quarters more than.was 
becoming to him in his official capacity 
as commanding officer, or socially. 

‘On Monday previous to the shooting 
the lieutenant told one of his servants 


was conveyed to the colonel, and the 
lieutenant’s confinement in the post hos- 
pital followed. It is admuitted that Col. 
Crofton was a frequent visitor at Lieut. 
Pague’s house, and it is reported that 
on several occasions Mrs. Pague has 
been seen in the colonel’s antiquated 
carryall. 

Since the shooting there is an appar- 
ent coldness on the part of many of 
the officers toward their colonel, but 
whether this is due to the shooting: or 
to some other cause it is impossible to 
astertain, asthe officers fear being called 
into the difficulty. Lieut. Pague is con- 
fined in a big prison tank in the post 
guardhouse, and is guarded as though 
he were a murderer. He is given little 
or ho exercise, and there are officers at 
the fort who do not hesitate to say that 
Col. Crofton is overstepping authority 
in orders regarding the custody of the 
man who attempted his life. 

It is generally admitted that the lieu- 
tenant will not be brought before court- 
martial, as Crofton will be satisfied to 
see him placed upon the retired list. 
This willingness on the part of the 
colonel is gaid to be due to the notoriety 
his command has had during the stay 
at Fort Sheridan.

NEW YORK, Oct. 7.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) A flattering proposition for a 
theatrical engagement next summer 
was made to William Crane today by 
A man named Belmont, who represents 
a combination of twenty men in Cape 
Town, South Africa, and who want 
Crane t go there and play. 

The er made by Belmont is said 
to be $50,000 in cash, tickets to Cape 
Town and back from New York for the 
entire company, and the living expenses 
of the company while there. The en- 
gagement is to be for twenty perform- 
ances, covering something over a 
month. It is estimated that it will 
take about fourteen weeks to make the 
trip. It is stipulated that four plays 
shall be given, all that are now in 
Crane’s repertoire. Three have prac- 
tically been settled upon, they are The 
Senator,” “My Son John” and “Wife's 
Father.”’ 

The company will appear in Cape 
Town only, where there is a very pretty 
little theater, seating 800 people. As 
tickets sell for £1 each, the house will 
hold about $4000 a performance.

Several Miners Killed at 
Wilkesbarre. 


Five Others Badly Burned Are 
Rescued, 
Those Not Crushed to Death 


~ Are Supposed to Have 
: Suffocated. 


Firedamp Interferes with the Work 
ot the Rescuing Party for Sev- 
eral Hours—The Mine-owners 
Reticent on the Subject. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPURT.) 

WILKESBARRE (Pa.) Oct. 7.— 
Shortly after 5 o'clock this afternoon 
a terrible explosion of gas occurred in 
the Dorrance mine, operated by the Le- 


high Valley Coal Company, which is 


situated in the northern part of the 
city. It is not yet known how many 


men were in the mine. The officials 


are reticent and it is almost impossible 
to get any information from the levels 
where the rescuers are at work. At 8 
o'clock five men, all badly burned, were 
brought to the surface. 
LATER—At midnight the rescuers 


had made very little progress in their 


efforts to reach the scene of the explo- 
sion. Fire-damp made its appearance 
shortly after 8 o'clock and it was nec- 
essary to do considerable work, which 
progresses very slowly. There is a 
strong suspicion that the explosion 
caused a heavy fall of earth in the 
passages, which will further retard the 
work of the rescuers. It is now ad- 
mitted by the owners that theré is no 
hope of finding the engineer corps 
alive. Those who were not killed out- 
right muet have been suffocated by 
fire-damp. The superintendent is of 
the opinion that they were killed by 
the force of the explosion. N 
All dut eight miners and labore 
have now been accounted for. Whether 
these eight men perished with the 


engineers will not be known until to- 
morrow. Superintendent Chase thinks, 


however, that the list of dead will not 
number more than seven or eight. 

LATER—The bodies of the missing 
men were recovered at 2:15 o'clock. 
All were dead.

late Emperor Frederick. The Socialists 


wished to veil it during the sessions of 
their congress, but they were prevented 


from doing so by the police, whereupon 


the chairman remarked that if the de- 


liberations did not disturb Emperor 


Frederick, his portrait would not in- 
commode the Socialists. 
The congress passed a resolution to 


expel from the party Dr. Ruedt of Hei- 
delberg, on the ground that, although 


he had been elected a delegate, he had 
absented himself from the congress, at 
the same time making the statement 
that he “had done with that lot.” 
Among the motions which the con- 
gress will have to consider are a large 
number dealing with the Agrarian pro- 
gramme, but they are by no means 
favorable to the new proposals. Sev- 


eral demands are made that the Agra- 


rian programme shall be rejected with- 
out further ado, while those who do not 
go so far as this express the opinion 
that the committee which drafted the 
programme should remain in existence 
in order to collect further material for 
the agitation in the rural districts. 

Requests are also to be considered 
that the Socialists make good their 
claim to be represented on the presi- 
dential bench of the imperial Diet; that 
they should bring in annually a motion 
for the introduction of an eight-hour 
day and a minimum wage, and that 
they shall demand a State prohibition 
of wet nurses. in view of the advan- 
tages of sterilized milk. Another mo- 
tion which ts promised good support, 
proposes that party officials and ed- 
itors who are members of the Reichs- 
tag and receive a salary of 3000 marks 
and more shall not be paid for their 
parliamentary services.

SHE GAVE HIM POISON. 


HOW CARLYLE W. HARRIS ALMOST 
ESCAPED EXECUTION. 


Principal Keeper Connaughton of 
Sing Sing Prison tIndicted—He 
Permitted the Mether of the 
Wife-murderer to Visit the Lat- 
ter Without Restraint. 


(BY.TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, Oct. 7.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) It is reported at Sing Sing 
prison that Lathrop, Superintendent of 
the State Prisons, is about to prefer 
charges against Principal Keeper Con- 
naughton,and one of the counts against 
the chief keeper reveals a hitherto well- 
kept secret as to an attempt at suicide 
made by Carlyle W. Harris, who poi- 
soned his gifl-wife, Helen Potts, and 
was executed on May 8, 1893, when 
Charles Durston was warden of Sing 
Sing. Harris had repeatedly stated he 
would never die in the chair. His 
mother, who went to Sing Sing some 
days before the execution, had made 
that statement, and for that reason a 
special watch was put on the con- 
demned man. 

Mrs. Harris last visited the prison on 
Saturday before the Monday fixed for 
the execution. It is reported that Mrs, 
Harris went to Principal Keeper Con- 
naughton and implored him to permit 
her to take a. farewell of her son. Pits 
was strictly against the prison rules, but 
Connaughton permitted the interview 
alone between the mother and son, and 
when Mrs. Harris left the prison that 
Saturday she announced that she had 
said farewell to her son and she would 
not return to the prison again. 3 
Guard Sharkey was in charge of the 
death-watch next morning. It was his 
duty to see Harris stripped and put in 
a new cell. The guard went to the cell 
door and called Harris. He was appar- 
ently sound asleep. He was lying on a 
cot with his face turned toward the 
wall. 

“Get up there, Carlyle,” cried Shar- 
key, but Harris remained motionless, 

After shouting to the condemned man 
in vain, Sharkey tried to insert @ Key 
in the cell door, but the keyhole had 
been plugged tightly from within. A 
messenger was sent for Warden Durs- 
ton and he had the cell door broken 
open. The guards carried Harris out 
into the corridor in front of the death- 
cells and tried to make him stand on 
his feet. His face was white and he 
was apparently lifeless. They laid him 
on the stone floor and after some min- 
utes of hard work, he opened his eyes 
and asked where he was. 

Dr. Irving saw 
poison, and asked him what he had 
taken. 

“Nothing at all,” replied Harris, “You 
know mother was here yesterday, and 
I said good-by to her. I simply had a 
collapse, that’s all.” 

Harris was weak all Sunday and 
Sunday. night. After he had partially 
recovered he was stripped and put into 
a new cell. He was taken to the exe- 
cution chair at about noon next day. 
The execution was to have taken place 
at 9 o'clock, but it was delayed three 
hours because at the appointed hour 
the condemned man was too weak to 
walk to the death-chair. 

The officials say that one of the 
charges against Connaughton will be 
that, owing to laxity during Mrs. Har- 
ris’s visit, she was enabled to give him 
poison that he might cheat the execue 
tioner.

HAND-BAGGAGE INSPECTION. 
The Treasury Department Working 
on a New System. 

MEGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—The Treas- 
ury Department is trying to devise 
some plan by which the passengers on 
nicht-trains over roads running through 
Canada from ohe point in the United 
States to another may be saved the an- 
noyance of having their hand-baggage 
inspected by customs officers at the 


point they re-enter the United States 
territory. 

Until recently passengers for Detroit 
or other points west, entering Canada 
at Buffalo, were furnished a label which 
was attached to their hand-baggage, 
showing that the owner was a “through 
passenger.“ which label passed the bag- 
gage attendant at Detrott without ex- 
amination, but as this plan did not pre- 
vent the passenger with the aid of an 
accomplice from putting dutiable arti- 
cles of great value into his hand-bag- 
gage while in Canadian territory and 
bringing them duty free into the United 
States, it was recently ordered that all 
baggage, except such as had been 
checked, and therefore could not be 
tampered with en route, be examined 
at the point it ré-entered the United 
States territory. 

By this plan, however, it is very fre- 
quently necessary to awaken passen- 
gers in the middle of the night to pro- 
duce their baggage for examination, 
and it is to avoid this annoyance that 
the treasury officials are now consider- 
ing other plans. It is quite probable 
that the result will be the placing of a 
customs agent on all through night- 
trains, or the addition of a system of 
sealing the fastenings of hand-baggage. 
Some action in regard to the matter 
will likely be taken very soon. 


SCULPTOR STORY DEAD. 


HE PASSES AWAY AT THE HOME OF 
HIS DAUGHTER. 


A Ringing Name in the Annals of 
American Art and Poesy—Sketch 


of His Life—Lawyer, Professor 
and Masician. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

LONDON, Oct. 7.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) The Times this morning an- 
nounces that William Wetmore Story, 
the American sculptor, died at Vallam- 
brosa, at the residence of his daugter. 


Sketch of His Life. 


William Wetmore Story, son of the 
noted jurist, Joseph Story, was born at 
Salem, Mass., February 12, 1819. He 
graduated at Harvard University in 
1838, and at its law department in 1840, 
where he studied under his father’s di- 
reétion. He was admitted to the. bar, 
and devoted his attention largely to 
preparation of “Reports of Cases Ar- 
gued and Determined in the Circuit 
Court of the United States for the First 
Circuit,” which comprised three vol- 
umes, published at Boston in 1842-7; “A 
Treatise on the Law of Contracts Not 
Under Seal,” 1844, and “A Treatise on 
the Law of Sales of Personal Property,” 
1847. At the same time he was a fre- 
quent contributor of both prose and 
verse to the “Boston Miscellany“ and 
other periodicals.. Story was the poet 
of his class, and in 1844 delivered the 
Phi Beta Kappa poem at Harvard on 
“Nature and Art,” in which he indi- 
cated the tastes which were to govern 
his future life. His first volume of 
poems was published in 1847, and in 
1856 he delivered a poem at the dedi- 
cation of the statue of Beethoven at 
Boston Music Hall. 

In 1848 his fondness for art led to his 
going to Italy, where he resided most 
of the time ever since, devoting his at- 
tentio lefly to sculpture. His statue 
of de in the chapel of Mt. Au- 
bu emetery, of Edward Everett in 
the Boston public garden, busts of 
James Russell Lowell, Theodore Parker 
and Josiah Quincy are well-known ex- 
amples of his art, and he modelled the 
bronze statue of George Peabody which 
was erected in London in 1869, and a 
replica of which was presented in 1888 
to the city of Baltimore through the 
liberality of Robert Garrett. He was a 
United States commissioner of fine arts 
to the World’s Fair at Paris in 1879, and 
has received decorations from France 
and Italy. Story held a professorship 
in the Academia Degli Arcadi Santa Ce- 
cilia, and received the degree of D.C. L. 
from the University of Oxford and an 
honorary degree from the University 
of Bologne on its eight hundredth an- 


ture and his published poems are of 
the first order. He was also an accom- 
plished musician. His two sons, Waldo, 
who followed his father’s profession of 
sculpture, and Julian, who devoted his 
attention to art, produced works that 
are well-known in London, Paris and 
Rome.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—Commis- 
sioner Browning of Indian Affairs has 
taken prompt and decisive steps to pre- 
vent the Corhett-Fitzsimmons prizcefight 
in Indian Territory. He has prepared 
a letter of instructions to Agent Wis- 
dom at Muscogee, I. T., directing him 
to see that the laws are enforced, and 
eject forcibly any intruders who enter 
the Indian country for the purpose of 
creating disturbance or engaging in 
anything that may be detrimental to 
the Indians. The commissioner says 
that the statutes are ample to prevent 
a fight. The agent will have at his 
back not only. the Indian police, but 
all United States troops necessary to 
eject the fighters. 

The following is the letter of instruc- 
tions sent to Agent D. M. Wilson: 

“It is. stated in the press dispatches 
of yesterday and this morning that ar- 
rangements are being made, or have 
been completed, by parties interested, to 
have a prizefight between Corbett and 
Fitzsimmons to come off in the Chicka- 
saw Nation, the plan being to pay into 
the treasury of the Chickasaw Nation 
the sum of $5000, in consideration of 
which the two fighters are to be adopted 
into the Nation with a view of defeat- 
ing the authority of this department to 
prevent such 

“It would be, in the opinion of this 
office, a great detriment to the peace 
and walfare of the Indians of the In- 
dian Territory to permit a prizefight to 
take place within that Territory, and 
you are, therefore, instructed to use 
every precaution necessary to prevent 
any one from entering the Chickasaw 
Nation or any other nation in the In- 
dian Territory and under your charge, 
for the purpose of having said fight 
come off in that Territory. | 

“You will advise the governors of the 
various nations in the Indian Territory 
that this office will not permit a prize- 
fight to take place within your jurisdic- 
tion, and you will call upon the United 
States Marshal, and, if necessary, re- 
port to this office, and troops will be 
furnished you to prevent the fight. 

Sec. 2140 of the Revised Statutes au- 
thorizes and requires me, with the ap- 
proval of the Secretary of the Interior, 
to remove from the limits of any In- 
dian reservation any person found 
thereon without authority of the law, 
or whose presence there would, in my 
opinion, be detrimental to the peace 
and welfare of the Indians. In the case 
of the United States vs. Crook it was 
held that the Commissioner of Indian 
Affairs had authority under the section 
above cited to remove an Indian from 
the reservation as weii as a white man. 

“As I have said, it would be, in my 


peace and welfare of the Indians to per- 
mit any one to enter the Chickasaw res- 
ervation, whether he be a citizen of 
that nation or not, for the purpose of 
carrying on a prizefight, and the whole 
force of this government that can be 
brought to bear will be exerted to pre- 
vent the same: and you are instructed 


order that proper steps may be taken 
in time to prevent the fight in case an 
effort should be made to ‘pull it off’ in 
the Indian Territory. 

Tou will make these instructions 
public, that the people interested in this 
Aght. may be advised of what the gov- 
ernment intends to do in the premises. 
if called upon to act.“ 


the admission of Corbett, Fitzsimmons 
and others connected with the fight to 
citizenship in one of the tribes would 
make any difference in the authority of 
the govcrnment, and he said that it 
would not change the conditions in the 
least. The government has the. power 
to expel a full-blooded Indian if the 
welfare of the Indians requires it. .

The principals and others con- 
nected with’ the fight will be uncermo- 
niously hustled off the Indian lands, on 
the ground that they are intruders 
whose presence is undesirable. If they 
make any complaint about it, the 
courts will have to determine the rights 
of the matter, but the probabilities are 
that the powers of the United States

A RIGOROUS INQUIRY, 


All Prisoners Innocent of Wrong- 

doing Must be Released — Said 

Pasha and the Pian for Reform— 
Armenian Excitement. 


(MEGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 6.—(By At- 
lantic Cable, via Sofia, Oct. 7.) Repre- 
sentatives of six powers have sent a 
collective note to the Turkish govern- 
men, calling attention to the inadequate 
measures taken by police authorities to 
maintain ‘public tranquility in Constan- 
tinople and the suburbs, and demanding 
a prompt institution of a rigorous in- 
quiry into the rioting, bloodshed and 
wholesale imprisonment of Armenians 
here. In addition, the powers demand 
the release of all prisoners innocent of 
wrong-doing and the cessation of ar- 
rests. | 

Said Pasha, the new Turkish Minister 
of Foreign Affairs, has called at the 
different embassies and presented a 
communication from the Turkish gov- 
ernment, repeating the assurance that 
the plan for the reform of Armenia has 
been accepted by the Porte. It is not 
believed, however, that this will satisfy 
the powers. 

The Armenians still inside the Pa- 
triarchate Church, in which they sought 
refuge after the rioting of Monday, 
fired somé shots at noon today, and it 
was feared that another outbreak was 
imminent.” A strong force of troops 
was immediately sent to the spot. The 
soldiers blocked all the adjoining 
streets. This action of the military 
caused a panic among the inhabitants 
of that quarter, who fled in all direc- 
tions. The Kurds then entered the

Deb” Wright’s Body Found—Labor

(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 7. — On the 
opening of the eleventh week of the 
Durrant trial tomorrow, the defense 
will make a final struggle to break 
down the testimony of the prosecution, 
a process which is expected to last 
three ‘days longer. A few more stu- 
dents will be called to the stand, sev- 
eral additional citizens will testify to 
Durrant’s excellent reputation, and 
then the defendant himself will be 
called to the witness-stand. 

It is the intention of the defense to 
have Durrant recount the history of his 
adventures on April 3, from the time he 
accompanied Blanche Lamont to school 
until the hour when he retired to rest 
in his father’s house. It is understood 
that the defendant's testimony will be 
guardedly. given for the purpose of 
shutting off the cross-examination of 
the District Attorney. Under the law 
jald down by the Supreme Court of the 
State a witness c-unot be cross-exam- 
ined except upon actual matters 
brought out upon direct examination. 
The defense intends to leave no loop- 
holes for the attack of the prosecution. 

A schedule of time for the close of the 
trial is as follows: On Thursday, Attor- 
ney Deuprey will close the case for the 
defense; Friday and Monday will be 
occupied by Dist.-Atty. Barnes in re- 
buttal; Tuesday will be passed in sur- 
rebuttal; on Wednesday the opening 
argument of the prosecution will be 
made and on Thursday, Friday and 
Monday the closing efforts of the de- 
tense will be made. The next day the 
District Attorney will close for the 
prosecution. It is confidently expected 
that Judge Murphy will charge the jury 
not later than the morning of Wednes- 
day,. October 23. 

The attorneys for the defense are 
searching industriously for some young 
man who closely resembles Durrant. 
They have visted the Union Ironworks 
and several other places where, they 
had heard, there were to be found indi- 
viduals who might be mistaken ‘or the 
accused. They have discovered sev- 
eral, but just what they intend to do 
with them has not been made plain. 
Judging from the questions which are 
put to these doubles of Durrant, it is 
considered probable that an effort will 
be made to show that Mrs. Crossett, 
who is one of the State’s strongest wit- 
nesses, might have seen some young 
man other than Durrant on the Valen- 
cia-street car on that fatal afternoon of 
April 3. 

The youn 
looking sufficiently like Durrant are 
asked whether or not they rode on a 
Valencia-street caf on that day. 80 
far as can be ascertained none of them 
have as yet filled the requirements, the 
remoteness of the te cutting quite a 
serious figure so far as their. recollec- 
tions are concerned. Detective Harry 
Morse is also engaged in the same mis- 
sion. If any of these young men will 
say. that he did ride on a Valencia- 
street car on that day he will be 
brought before Mrs. Crossett, and she 
will asked to swear that he was not 
the man she saw with the young lady 
instead of Durrant. 

When the trial is resumed tomorrow 
morning the defense will recall Mrs. 
Crossett and J. G. Phillips to the stand 
for cross-examination.. The attorneys 
hope to obtain some admission that 
there is a possibility of their being mis- 
taken as to Durrant’s identity. The 
evidence will simply open the way for 
the impeachment of their testimony.

"*MAMMY” PLEASANCE. 


The Friend of Sarah Althea Hill 
Sharon-Terry is Dying. 
ASSOCIATED REPORT.) 
SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 7.—‘Mammy” 
Pleasance is dying. Life may continue 
for a week. It may continue for a 
month, but she is dying. She must be 
63 years of age. She came hither in 
1854 from Boston and since then has 
been a watchful friend of many prom- 
inent people, so when she passes away 
she will carry with her secrets that, if 
known, would bring mortification to 
many families that have held their 

heads high in San Francisco. 

“Mammy” Pleasance first came into 
newspaper notice in 1883, when Sarah 
Althea Hill began her suit against Sen- 
ator William Sharon fora divorce. 
Mrs. Pleasance heard her story, be- 
lieved it, believes it yet; took her under 
her care, gave her clothes and money 
and stood by the young woman to the 
end. Day by day, during the long trial, 
she accompanied the plaintiff to the 
court and watched over her, and Mrs. 
Hill listened always respectfully to the 
“mammy” by her side. 

Mrs. Pleasance is the friend of Mrs. 
Bell, widow of the late Thomas Bell, 
and she resides with her in the large 
house on Octavia street, corner of Bush. 
The old nurse has virtually managed 
the household for years and when 
Thomas Bell was alive, “Mammy” 
Pleasance used to drive downtown and 
go through the markets every week 
day. If the old-fashioned wagon with 
a top to it and drawn by two well- 
groomed bays did not leave the Bell 
mansion by 11 o’clock in the morning 
something unusual was known by the 
neighbors to have happened. a 

Since Thomas Bell's death, Mammy“ 
Pleasance has held the purse-strings 
and has administered the household af - 
fairs herself. The rearing of the chil- 
dren has been entrusted to her, and vis- 
itors to the house say the children love 
her dearly. In her youth Mrs. Pleas- 
ance was a Methodist, but years ago 
she became a Roman Catholic and to- 
day is a devout communicant of that 
church. It is in that faith that she has 
reared the children. 

There was considerable scandal at the 
time Thomas Bell died, and the story 
was told that the children were not 
his; that they were foundlings. whom 
Mrs. Pleasance had obtained, and, with 
Mrs. Bell, trad palmed off on the aged 
capitalist as his own. The courts de- 
cided that there was no truth in the 
story, and Mrs. Pleasance has wa 
indignantly denied the charge. The 
scandal was long since buried in ob- 
nion, and only the fact that Mrs. 
Pleasance is dying recalls it. 

Mrs. Pleasance is a very wealthy 
woman. Her riches are estimated at 
several hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars, and she employs an agent to col- 
lect the rents from her numerous 
houses and look after her investments, 
always under her own .,auperv 
however. She has bought real estate, 
has been successful in speculation, and, 
altogether, is known as a shrewd and 
far-seeing financier. 

She has not been a saving woman, 
but, on the contrary, has been lavish, 
not on herself, but to others. Intimate 
friends say she has clothed others in 
velvets and silks, has educated young 
girls of good birth, whose parents were 
impoverished, and has given money to 
unfortunate business men, who have 
not been too proud to let the.old col- 
ored “mammy” know of their necessi- 
ties. All the time, in winter and sum- 
mer alike, she has a in ‘her 
cheap alpaca gown‘and worn, old-fash- 
foned bonnet. She has no children or 
other relatives that are known.

‘THE MERCED BANK. 


An Aggressive Fight Being Made for 
the Depositors.

MERCED, Oct. 7.—This morning 
Bank Commissioners Paris Kilburne, 
Judge W. H. McGee and Col. J. B. 
Fuller, with their secretary, C. H. 
Dunsmoor, held a meeting with the di- 
rectors of the defunct Merced Bank. 
Andrew J. Clunie of San Francisco 
made an aggressive fight for the de- 
positors, who are much dissatisfied 
with the conduct of the bank »fficials 
and who have made two unstccessful 
attempts before this to have a new 
board of directors put in. The ald di- 
rectors have heretofore persistently re- 
fused to give the depositors any satis- 
faction or any information. The con- 
missioners adopted a resolution declar- 
ing the bank insolvent, and taking pos- 
session of the bank's arfairs. 

This resolution practically stops all 
business until the courts decide whether 
the old directors are guilty of fraud, 
criminal carelessness or negligence. 
That matter will be determined by suit 
to be brought by the Attorney-General 
to oust the said directors. The bank 
commissioners expected to leave here 
on the south-bound train this «fter- 
noon, but shortly after noon were sub- 
poenaed to appear before the grand jury 
tomorrow morning to testify in some 
matters being investigated by the jury 
in connection with the Merced Bank. 

The general opinion prevails that 
some criminal actions will be brought 
against the bank officials as a result 
of the investigation now being made. 


FOUND IN THE RIVER. 


„Deb“ Wright Followed Mrs. David 
Flaville to Her Death.

WAR ON BUTTERINE. 


Merchants Will Hereafter Sell the 
Stuff on Ite Merits. 


Health Officer Steddom has for some 
time had his eye on certain provision 
dealers who sell the stuff called but- 
terine” to guileless purchasers who 
fancy that they are receiving genui 
butter for their money. The State la 
requires that butterine, oleomargarine, 
or any adulterated substance of this 
kind shall not be sold without being 
labeled as such. The Health Officer as- 
serts that this law is not complied with 
by local dealers, and he intends to 
rigidly enforce the legislative enact- 
ment bearing upon the subject. 

In most of the Eastern States a sim- 
ilar law prevails, and many expedients 
are resorted to by which the law may 
be evaded. Dealers have been known 
to place the sign upside down before 
the butterine exposed for sale, and thus 
while complying with the letter of the 
law, disobey the spirit of the same. 
The inspectors of the health department 
in this city will be instructed to keep 
a careful lookout for any and all cases 
of butterine being sold without having 
the proper label attached to it.

AN EDUCATIONAL PLUM. | 


A STRUGGLE 


SECURE ONE FOR 
ANGELES. 


The Effort of Superintendent Foshay 
and His Committee to Secure the 
National Edecational Associa- 
tion’s Meeting Next Year—Let- 
ters Received. 


There is no let-up in the effort that is 
being made by Superintendent of 
Schools Foshay and others, to secure 
the National Educational Association 
meeting for this city next year. Super- 
intendent Foshay yesterday tele- 
graphed to President Dougherty of the 
Executive Committee, asking the date 
upon which the committee will meet to 
decide upon the location for the meet- 
ing. He received an answer in the 
afternoon saying that the committee is 
to meet in Chicago at the Auditorium 


| Hotel October 19 at 10 a.m. Superin- 


tendent Foshay will arrange to have a 
number of Eastern educators, who 
favor the claim of Los Angeles for the 
meeting, present at the session of the 
Executive Committee, to exert their in- 
fluence and bring a strong pressure to 
bear on the committec in behalf of Los 
Angeles. 

The local committee is “assured by 
Eastern railroad authorities that ine 
rate of one fare or less to the meeting, 
will be forthcoming. With this ques- 
tion settled, much will have been ac- 
complished toward securing the asso- 
ciation’s meeting for this city. 

Superintendent Foshay continues to 
receive letters from the directors of the 
association, in answer to the circular 
mailed to each director, in which an ex- 
pression of opinion was asked for from 
each director addressed. The letters re- 
ceived are interesting in that they in- 
dicate the pulse of the Eastern men in 
regard to the location of the meeting. 
Extracts from a number will serve to 
show the present status of the question. 

Charles R. Skinner, State Superin- 
tendent, New York: “I have yours of 
the 10th inst., inclosing a statement in 
regard to the selection of Los Angeles 
as the place for holding the next meet- 
ing of the National Educational Asso- 
clation. While I would be delighted 
personally to visit your beautiful bity, 
I do not think it would be becoming in 
me to take any part in the action of the 
Executive Committee. We made a 
grand meeting at Denver, and if a 
meeting should be held at Los Angeles 
we would not want to make it less suc- 
cessful than the meeting of 1895. I hope 
to meet President Dougherty within a 
few weeks, and I shall improve the op- 
portunity to talk matters over with 
him. It would make little difference 
with my own plans, and it would cer- 
tainly be very delightful to visit Call- 
fornia, but it is not fair for me to con- 
sult my own wishes.

All of the teachers from 
the Southern States and especially from 
this part of Texas, will naturally take 
the Southern Pacific route. Two years 
ago I carried a large party of teachers 
to Asbury Park, and last year to Den- 
ver. I am sure I can secure a large 
number for Los Angeles provided the 
proper rates are obtained.” 

Cc. E. Hodgin, Superintendent of 
Schools, Albuquerque, N. M.: Your let- 
ter of recent date regarding the N.E.A. 
meeting is received. I have written to 
President Dougherty and Secretary 
Shepard, at some length, expressing 
my opinion in favor of Los Angeles as 
the best place for the meeting next 
year. I stand by my vote at Denver. 
Unless considerable pressure is brought 
to bear upon the committee, it will 
probably select an Eastern point, but 
we will hope that the members may be 
led to see the advantages of Los An- 
geles.“ 

Theo B. Comstock, ex- president Ari- 
zona University: “Your letter of Sep- 
tember 6, from local committee, inter- 
ested in securing the meeting of N.E.A. 
at Los Angeles, has been received. I 
have taken pleasure in sending on to 
Messrs. Dougherty and Shepard letters 
strongly urging a decision in favor of 
Los Angeles. Hoping you may be suc- 
cessful in getting the , Meeting in your 
lovely city, I am, etc.” 

David K. Goss, Superintendent of 
Schools, Indianapolis, Ind.: “I am in 
receipt of a letter from the various 
educational people of California who 
have invited the N.E.A. to hold its con- 
vention in Los Angeles in 96, urging 
me to express myself concerning the 
action of the ‘Executive Committee in 
regard to the definite place of meeting 
As a director I do not wish to do any- 
thing that would in any way embarass 
the Executive Committee in doing the 
best thing for the interests of the N. E. & 
I think the committee has no option if 
Los Angeles can be reached, as your 
committee avers, at less than one fare 
railroad, and rate of best hotels is not 
greater than $3. You will remember I 
raised the question whether the action 
of the board of directors was binding 
upon the Executive Committee, at the 
meeting in Denver, and it was affirmed 
by many and denied by none, that the 
Executive Committee could not, with- 
out abundant good reason, disregard 
the choice of the directors. I am quite 
willing to leave it at that, and I am 
sure that this committee would not en- 
danger itself or the reputation of the 
N. E. A. by doing willful or doubtful 
things.” The action of the board of di- 
rectors, referred to, was a ballot cast 
in favor cf Los Angeles as the place for 
the association’s meeting in 1896. 

The following resolution was adopted 
by the State Board of Education, at a 
meeting held in Sacramento, ion 
5: 

„Resolved. that the State Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction be re- 
quested to act for the State Board of 
Education in representing to the proper 
officials of transcontinental railroad 
lines the urgent gonad — of making 
the lowest possiblé round-trip rate from 
Missouri River points to Los Angeles 
for the meeting of the National Educa- 
tional Association, in July. 1896. Favor- 
able action of the board of directors of 
that association, with reference to hold- 
ing the next meeting at Los Angeles, 
has been secured at the cost of great 
effort: it may not be possible to secure 
such action again in several years. The 
meetings of the association are at- 
tended by from five to ten thousand 
persons annually. In the judgment of 
this board it is of the utmost impor- 
tance to the State of California that 
such railroad rates should be secured 
as will make certain the bringing of 
this great meeting to Los Angeles next 
year.

Word was brought in to the superin- 
tendent of the Traction Company one 
night that the lines were about to he 
cut by the house-movers. Linemen 
were at once sent to the place, with 
instructions to cut the wires, allow the 
house to pass through and then replace 
the line before the cars should start in 
the morning. When the men arrived at 
the scene of action, they found the 
house-movers inclined to take matters 
into their own hands, and preparing to 
cut the wires and throw them down. 
instead of raising them to allow the 
house to pass underneath. The linemen 
urged their orders from the company, 
but three men with only the itmple- 
ments for their work were no match for 
sixteen with crowbars and pickaxes, 
especially as the latter were disposed 
to enforce their point with these pow- 
erful perstuaders, and the wires were 
cut and thrown down for blocks at a 
stretch.

HISTORICAL SOCIETY. 


Discussed the Town of University— 
Miss Kelso’s Report. 


The Historical Society met in Judge 
Morrison's courtroom last evening. The 
secretary read a letter from I. L. Given 
of Oakland, a pioneer of California in 
1841. He stated that he dined with Don 
Abel Stearns in the fall of 1841. Stearns 
showed him a quart bottle filled with 
gold dust, containing about eighty 
ounces. This had been obtained at the 
San Fernando diggings. Stearns has 
always been quoted as authority for 
March, 1842, as the date of the first dis- 
covery of gold in California. 

Mrs. M. Burton Williamson read an 
interesting paper on the history of the 
town of University and the founding of 
the college. The design of founding a 
university in Los Angeles had its origin 
in 1868. Judge Widney had induced 
Don Abel Stearns to consider the pro- 
ject of founding a college on Laguna 
ranch. Don Abel died before the 
scheme was carried out. Numerous lo- 
cations were offered. West Los Ange- 
les was selected. Eighty-eight lots and 
forty acres of land were donated in 
1879. The first college building was 
erected in 1880. The new college build- 
ing was built in 1887, The first lots 
were sold at $200. They reached $1500 
in 1887, but are not so high now. 

Mrs. Williamson gave an interesting 
history of the town. 

Louls Herzog was elected a member 
of the society. 

Mr. Given was invited by resolution 
to give an account of his trip to Cali- 
fornia from Santa Fe in 1841. 

Miss Kelso's report of her receipts 
and expenditures of the mission preser- 
vation fund, filed at the last meeting, 
was discussed. The report showed that 
$370 had been collected. Of this, $138 
had been expended in photographs, 
water colors; slides and views. Only 
$45 worth of these were sold. Type- 
writing, services, expert charges and 
sundries had consumed the balance of 
the receipts, except $83, which Miss 
Kelso states she will keep until further 
augmented, when it will be used for 
preserving the mission ruins.

WHEN DEBS GETS OUT OF JAIL, 


The labor organizations of Chicago 
are evidently becoming aware, at last, 
that E. V. Debs is their worst enemy. 
The proposition to give him a big re- 
ception upon his release from jail does 
not excite unbounded enthusiasm in 
the trades-union camp. The discovery 
that Debs proposes, upon his release, 
to enter upon an active war against 
trades-unions and will endeavor tc 
establish a political “labor” organiza- 
tion, is not calculated to increase 
Debs’s popularity to any great extent. 

As a matter of fact, Debs has been 
plotting against the older organizations 
of railroad men for nearly two years 
past. The formation of the American 
Railway Union was designed to absorb. 
and ultimately destroy all other exist- 
ing organizations of railway employees. 
Debs's purpose was to become sole 
dictator, and to rule the railway em- 
ployees of the United States with the 
power of a despot. His personal am- 
bition in this respect was in direct 
antagonism to the interests of the older 
organizations, some of which—notably 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engi- 
neers—had been in existence for many 
years, and had been conducted, as a 
rule, on a much more conservative and 
sensible plan than most labor organi- 
gations. 

The insidious and treacherous war- 
fare waged by Debs against these in- 
dependent organizations should have 
sufficed to open the eyes of all mem- 
bers of labor unions, in every line of 
industry, to the true character of the 
man. Instead, they permitted them- 
selves to be bamboozled and led astray 
by the arch-conspirator, to their own 
disgrace and loss. 

It remains to be seen how far these 
men will throw off the yoke of Debs- 


~—ism,_ and repudiate the disastrous and 


dangerous leadership of Debs. If they 
again follow his leadership, they will 
again be undone. For Debs is a traitor 
to the cause of labor, a false and in- 
competent leader, a charlatan and self- 
seeker. Such labor organizations and 
individuals as join in the movement to 
do honor to this jail-bird of soiled 


plumage will disgrace themselves by 8 


doing. 


AMEND THE LAW. 


As mentioned in The Times yester- 
day,-persons who have paid taxes on 
personal property for the current fiscal 
year are now requiredjto pay an addi- 
Uonal sum, represented by the differ- 
ence between 51.20 and $1.45.per $100. 


; The $1.20 rate, upon which the tax for 


this year was based, was the rate for 
the fiscal year ended July 1, 1895, as 
the law which governs the mat- 
ter provides that the Assessor, in col- 
lecting taxes, shall be governed by the 
rate for the preceding year. In Au- 
gust, after these taxes had been levied 
and collected at the $1.20 rate (for the 
current fiscal year,) the Council fixed 
the rate at $1.45 per $100, and tax- 
payers are now required to pay the 
difference. 

This whole arrangement is cumbrous, 
wrong and unnecessary, as well as 
stupid. It is even doubtful if the ordi- 
mance would stand the test of judicial 
review, were it brought to such à test. 
What sense is there in assessing and 
collecting a tax before it is known 
what the tax-rate is to be? Under the 
present system the personal-property- 
tax is assessed and collected in advance 
before the beginning of the fiscal year 
which it covers—and even before the 
Council has fixed the rate of taxation 
If, after the tax is col- 
lected, the rate is raised, as it has 
been this year, each individual tax- 
payer must be notified to pay the dif- 
ference, entailing a vast amount of 
trouble and expense in collecting 
the difference, which amounts to only a 
email sum in each case. If the rate 
be lowered by the Council—as will 


very likely be the case next year— 


each individual taxpayer will have 
overpaid, and will be entitled to have 
the surplus returned to him. All this 
will lead to unnecessary work, trouble 
and expense, with the certainty of fail- 
ure in many cases to adjust the matter 
equitably, owing to the removal of the 
taxpayer, his non-receipt of the proper 
notification, or other cause. 

The law should be amended at the 
earliest practicable opportunity, so to 
do away with this wretched ‘system. 
It should be so amended as to 
require the levy to be made 
and the rate to de fixed before 
the taxes are collected. If it is not 
practicable to fix the rate before the 
usual time for collecting the taxes, 
then the collection of the taxes should 
be deferred gintil after the rate has 
been fixed. After a tax has been as- 


‘sessed and collected there should be 


no reopening of the case. A taxpayer 
who has paid his tax and holds the 
Collector’s receipt therefor has a moral 
right to regard the transaction as 
closed for that year. 
There is neither sense, justice nor 
expediency in the present system. It 
is, moreover, vicious, as well as 
clumsy. It necessitates a considerable 
additional expense in notifying tax- 
payers and readjusting their assess- 
ments in case the tax-rate is changed. 
The impossibility of reaching all cases 


must necessarily leave some of them 


unadjusted, either causing the city to 
retain money which does not belong 
to it or to lose money which is its due, 
as the case may be. Either contin- 
gency is wholly unnecessary, and 
might be avoided by a suitable amend- 
ment.

AT THE PLAYHOUSES. 


BURBANK THEATER: The third 
season at this popular playhouse opened 
last night in a most brilliant way. The 
theater has been embellished until it is 
all a-glitter with light, redolent of 
fresh paint, clean, sweet and dainty 
from the entrance to the lobby to the 
garnish curtain which swings across 
the proscenium. To be sure, there is 
rather too much freshness of paint on 
the chairs in the boxes, but that will 
wear off in its own good time and so 
will it, perhaps, from some of the 
gowns which took on streaks of pallor 
last evening to the discomfiture of 
their fair wearers.

It is strong, well balanced and 
in some instances superb, and one need 
not pose as a prophet to be able to de- 
clare that it will win the unanimous 
favor of local theater-goers. No such 
coterie of artists has previously ap- 

eared on the Burbank stage, and to

The plot is based upon the passage 
through Congress of a celebrated claim 
against the government, but of course 
it contains the incidental and rather 
conventional villain, a bit of intrigue, 
some rather artistic deception, and, 
while the story is in no wise notable for 
its newness, it is sufficient to introduce 
to us some characters so distinctly 
American that one could easily distin- 
guish them as such without the neces- 
sity of tag or. label. 

Senator Hannibal Rivers fairly 
smells of the soil of his native land, 
and the Widow Hilary is an American 
relict to the tips of her dainty fingers. 
One could no more mistake where 
either of them hailed from than he 
would the nativity of a Joshua Whit- 
comb. The piece is rich in humor, 
speedy, bright, up-to-date and full of 
interest. : 

Of the players one may say but little 
other than in the most praiseful way. 
There is a proneness to hasty speech in 
nearly every member of the company, 
which makes it extremely difficult to 
follow the line of the play in a house 
whose acoustics are not of the best, 
and there is a sort of slam-bang move- 
ment in the action which reminds one 
of life in Chicago, but these are only 
minor blemishes; still, some element of 
repose would certainly add to the 
strength of the production. 

Mr. Frawley scored a great hit as the 
laconic leutenant—a part which he has 
developed by his talent from a merely 
minor one into one that stands out full 
of strength and character. Mis abrupt 
sentences and eloquent pauses stamp 
him as an actor of decided vriginality 
and keen intelligence, and his playing 
last night was one of the most pleasing 
features of the performance. Mr. Ar- 
buckle’s Senator was capitally done. 
While it may be conceded that he lacks 
the native humor with which Mr. Crane 
endowed the role, his conception of it is 
rich with merit and left little to be de- 
sired. Hope Ross is one of the bright- 
est ingenues seen here for many sea- 
sans. She has all the witchery of wo- 
manliness, and airy grace, a sweetness 
of speech and an archnéss of manner 
that made her playing altogether a de- 
light. Miss Bates, as the bewitching 
widow, young, gay and susceptible to 
masculine charms no end, was ex- 
tremely clever. She was fittingly cast 
and made an extremely strong impres- 
sion. Miss Rowan was a most agree- 
able and pleasing Mabel Denman. She 
has little of moment to do in the part, 
but that little she does with Srace and 
vital force. Miss McAllister was at- 
tractive as Mrs. Schuyler. Mr. King is 
a_fine actor of old-man parts, and did 
excellently in the role of Silas Denman. 
Mr. Blakemore’s Chinese role was a 
work of art, both in make-up and other- 
wise. Mr. Leslie made an cngaging 
figure as the Senator's secretary, and 
Mr. Osbourne, though rather unhappily 
cast, did well as the Austrian diplomat. 
Mr. Bosworth, as a small villain, was 
very acceptable, and Frank C. Thomp- 


son made the most of the small part of 


Erastus, the ebony-hued serving man.

ON THE CARPET. 
Charges Preferred Against Police 
Officer Arguello. 


A subscriber of The Times writes 
from Boyle Heights that one day last 
week L. C. Palmer, a citigen of the 
Heights, was most brutally and inhu- 
manely handled by Police Officer Ar- 
guello. The trouble occurred over a 
road-scraper, which Mr. Palmer de- 
lieved belonged to him, and which was 
nag used by the A ello brothers 
on Fourth street. Mr. Palmer, who is 
at present engaged in the grading of 
St. Louis street, had several scrapers 
in an adjoining lot and he, seeing the 

ellos at work with one like his, 
walked over to the place to ascertain 
whether or not it onged to him. He 
had no sooner reached the place and 
asked if they had borrowed his scraper 
than they began to abuse him and in- 
form him that if he did not leave the 
street he would be arrested. Palmer 
asked by what authority he would be 
arrested, and was informed that it was 
none of his business; they had enough 
authority to “run him in.” 

“Officer Arguello,” the correspondent 
says, “then began to handle Mr. Palmer 
in a most brutal manner, and, in the 
presence of witnesses, threw him to the 
ground several times and wo ve 
injured the gentleman for life had it 
not been for J. T. Brock, the blacksmith 
of the Heights who happened near the 
place and demanded of the man to loose 
his hold on Palmer. Arguello then in- 
sulted Brock, and, after some discus- 
sion, informed him that he was an of- 
ficer and that he (Brock) was under ar- 
rest. Brock then demanded to see his 
star, but the officer did not, and would 
not show the same. Arguello then tel- 

honed for the patrol wagon, but when 
the other officers arrived, they saw the 
mistake that Arguello had made and 
also the brutal manner in which he had 
treated Palmer and they in a very gen- 
tlemanly manner informed Palmer that 
he might go to town otherwise than in 
the patrol wagon. 

“There are twenty or more witnesses 
who stand willing to a r before a 
court of justice or the lice Commis- 
sion to testify as to the circumstances 
conriected with the case. Mr. Palmer is 
an aged man, and an invalid, by reason 
of wounds received during the war.”

was filed against Brock in the Police 
Court, but Palmer was arrai and 
had his trial set for next ursday. 
Meantime Palmer has decided to carry 
the case before the Police Commission, 
and it was his intent yesterday to file 
charges with that body against Officer 
Arguello at their meeting today. 

Officer A 0, questioned 
about the matter last evening, stated 
that Palmer came where he (Arguello) 
and his brother were working at street- 
grading, and in a blustering manner 
wanted to know whether they were 
using his scraper. They replied no, and 
told him to go about his business, but 
he became boisterous and refused to 
go away, even when threatened with 
arrest. Finally he (Arguello) was forced 
to_assert his authority and arrest Pal- 
mer, who accompanied him without fur- 
ther trouble till they reached First 
street. Then the prisoner again be- 
came defiant and swore he would not 
allow any greaser' to take him to the 
police station. Brock, the blacksmith, 
then came to Palmer’s assistance, and 
threatened the officer with a sledge- 
hammer. Arguello then placed Brock 
under arrest also, and sent for tha 
1 to take both to the sta- 
tion. 

Arguello dentes emphatically that he 
used undue violence or ex his 
authority. He claims that showed 
his star, and says Palmer and Brock 
knew quite well that he was an officer. 
Mr. Arguello thinks the charges against 
him are made in a spirit of revenge, 
simply because he had the courage to 
perform his duty as he understood it. 


A Fresno Opinion. 


Fresno Republican:) Capitalists of 
Los Angeles, with an enterprise which 
is characteristic of the people of that 


city, have determined to construct a 


pipe line from the oil wells to San Pe- 
dro, whence the oil can be transported 
to San Francisco by water, thus avoid- 
ing the exorbitant rates of the South- 
ern Pacific. The plan will result in a 
considerable reduction of the cost at 
which Los Angeles oil, which is of a 
superior quality, can be 1 down in 
San Francisco, and on its face it prom- 
ises to be of value to the citizens of the 
metropolis and the bay and river 
towns. 

But it may be feared that the face 
promise cannot be taken at its appar- 
ent value. A reduction of the cost at 
which oil can be laid down in San 
Francisco will be made, but the people 
probably will not be given any part of 
the value of this reduction for @ great 
length of time. 

This opinion is based on some obser- 
vation of the methods of the Standard 
Oil Company. That great monopol 
does not permit competition in its field, 
which is the continent. It has unlim- 
ted capital at its command, and it uses 
it to crush or buy out its competitors. 
When the Los Angeles pipe line is 
fairly in operation the Standard will 
either place a price on oil at the bay 
which cannot be long met by its less 
wealthy opponent, or it will buy the 
Los Angeles wells and pipes. Having 
done this, the price of oil in San Fran- 


cisco will take a sudden bound up- 
ward. 


The Arizona Trade. 


(Phoenix Republican:) Evidently the 
business men of San Francisco and 
los Angeles think that the Arizona 
trade is valuable, or they would not 
spend the money that they do for news- 
paper space in attempting to secure it. 

Not only do these enterprising men

lae Annexationists Will Not Give 
Up the Battle. 


Instead of contesting the recent an- 
nexation election, the men who were 
most actively interested in the propo- 
sition will seek to have another elec- 
tion on the same issue, as was an- 
nounced in this paper Sunday morning. 
It is proposed to change the boundaries 
of the district sought to be annexed, 
leaving out University, which suburb 
gave such a decided majority against 
annexation, and reducing the size of the 
remaining territory. Much objection 
was made before the recent election to 
annexing so much vacant land, and the 
boundaries which it is now proposed to 
make will obviate this difficulty. In- 
stead of demanding a recount before 
the City Council today, the Committee 
of One Hundred will meet next Satur- 
day evening in the Chamber of Com- 
merce Hall, there to formulate the line 
of action which it is proposed to take. 
There is but little question that if Uni- 
versity is left out, and the boundary 
lines are changed, another election 
would result in a victory for the an- 
nexation people. The Committe of One 
Hundred will authorize the effort to se- 
cure signatures to a petition for another 
election, and if this is accomplished, 
the City Council will be obliged to or- 
der that such an election be held.

For months before the bride and 
her mother and sisters have been hard 
at work at the loom, spinning and 
weaving all the linens for the person 
as well as for the house, which store, 
together with a couple of young horses, 
a couple of cows and a pair of sheep, 
invariably form a part of her marriage 
portion. At 11 o’clock on the morning 
of the wedding, all the guests meet at 
the house of the bride, driving up in 
carts; and when ready the long proces- 
gion starts for the church, headed by 
two outriders, who are the best men.

our or OF DEATH'S JAWS 


HOW A REDLANDS ESCAPED 
FROM THE COLIMA. 


When Scores Perished, He Fought 

fer Life, and After Three Days 
and Nights Without. or 
Water, in Terrific meat; Has at 
Last Home. 


The story of the loss of the steamer 
Colima off Manzanillo, Mexico, on Mon- 


dispatches. Yet the narrative of one 
who survived the wreck and has re- 
turned to his home in Redlands, is so 
thrilling as to warrant a repetition. 
Two. young men living in Redlands 
were companions on a voyage to New 
York, and were upon the Colima on the 
fateful day. Fate decreed that W. H. 
Alder, the older of the young men, 
should perish with ‘the 180 others 
who a watery grave, while 
W. H. Bryan, who stood by his side at 
the time of the wreck, should return to 


evening last, after a most memorable 
voyage. 

Mr. Bryan was seen by a representa- 
tive of The Times, to whom he related 
his story as follows: 

“We left San Francisco on Ma 
and had a pleasant voyage unti 
reached Manzanillo. About7o 2 on 
May 27, off Manzanillo, we were struck 
by a heavy storm, the worst known in 
that sea for twenty years. At first 
there was rain and wind, with a heavy 
sea, indicating that the storm was . 
ing more severely to the south. e 
proceeded on our way, every moment 


4 encountering heavier winds, with which 


there was no cessation. 

“As the storm grew in severity the 
people began to grow apprehensive of 
the outcome, yet there was no great 
demonstration. While a few people 
prayed for a cessation of the storm, tho 
great majority of the Se ay were 
silent and overpowered by awful 
scene about them, and with, 8 
faces set their teeth and awaited the 
end. 

“The heavy deckload of lumber, oil 
and cattle made the ship unmanagea- 
ble. The wind struck the boat from 
the southeast, forcing its starboard side 
closer and closer to the water line, the 
stern driven deep, while the bo 
pointed to the heavens. The grea 
waves continued to wash higher until 
they were an. immense, irresistable 
tempest of water, dashing furiously 
against the vessel and tossing it about 
as though it were a chip. 

“Most of the passengers sought the 
hurricane deck, and there beheld the 
awful fury of the elements. Alder and 
myself stood side by side, clinging with 
other passengers to the boat. We saw 
wave after wave wash over the vessel, 
and then beheld a monstrous rush, 
which crushed the cabins on the main 
deck. In the awful wreck we beheld a 
number of women and ren carried 
helplessly away by the rushing torrent 
of water. 

“The deck was now almost perpendic- 
ular, and we crawled out on the open 
deck. It was evident that the end had 
come. By our side was a rope hang- 
ing from a davit from which a life- 
boat had been washed. I grasped the 
rope, and calling to Alder, Come on, 
Will,’ I let myself down into the sea. 
Whether Alder followed me or not I 
do not know. ; 

“T was caught on the crest of a great 
wave and thrown away from the vessel. 
For what seemed an age I was tnder 
water. At last I was on the surface. I 
looked about, The great Vessel was 
not to be seen. I grasped © scantling 
for support. 

“The sea was literally covered with 
lumber of all sizes. I saw countless 


waves and there seized by the furious 
wind and hurled through the air, giv- 
ing to the poor strugglers in the sea 
— wounds and even death blows, 

he wind and the waves seemed io join 
in most devilish glee in tossing abcut 
these weapons of death. 

“Even while I was myself dodging 
the lumber and fighting for li I 
could not fail to note the work of exter- 
mination about me. 

“At last I caught hold of a boat in 
which were Mr. Sutherland, Prof. 
Whiting and others whom I did not 
know. A great wave upset the bcat. 
I swam to it again and was about to 
climb upon it when a scantling was 
thrown along the bottom of the boat, 
striking me on the forehead and knock- 
ing me back into the water. 

“For a moment I was dazed by the 
blow, but, recovering, I caught a piece 
of lumber and swam to a life-raft near 
by, on which were two Mexican sailors. 
Others came to our raft, until there 
were ten of us. . 

“For two hours the tempest contin- 
ued.. Our raft was thrown about by 
the wind and waves with such power 
that it was almost impossible to hold 
our places upon it. Three times in suc- 
cession, as it reached the crest of a 
wave it was overturned, and ¢ach time 
we saw our number reduced until at 
last there were but flve survivors of 
the ten who had been” upon the raft. 

“All this time the wind hurled the 
rain at us with such pitiless fury that 
our flesh stung wherever exposed, and 
we were.one and all literally covered 
with bruises that we received in the 
great struggle, and these were not 
comet more comfortable by the salt 
er 

In a general way we knew the course 
to take to reach land, and knowing the 
steamer San Juan to be overdue, we had 
no hope of rescue from any steamer. 

We had no paddles, but after a few 
hours we were overtaken by another 
raft on which were five people 
gave us two paddles, and all night long 
we worked toward the shore. 

“When Tuesday morning came, we 
could see land, now plainly in sight. We 
had drifted away from the other raft; 
It was fortunate in reaching a current 
which took it to land the next day, 
while it was our fate to be obliged to 
fight a current all the way to land, 
mg kept us upon the sea for four 


bout 11 o’clock we were surprised 
and delighted to see a steamer about 
five miles to sea from us. We reversed 
our course to proceed toward her. For 
two hours we paddled. We improvised 
a signal made of a shirt, but after all 
our exertions we saw the boat steam 
away from us. It was the San Juan 
upon its regular trip but four days late. 

“Once more we resumed our course 
toward land, and all day and all night 


we paddled toward the shore, strug- 


gling with desperate energy. 

Wednesday morning dawned with 
land in plainer view than ever before. 
But even with that hope before us. it 
was difficult to continue our-efforts. Not 
only had we had nothing to eat or 
drink since Monday’s breakfast but it 
was fully as warm as 125 deg. in the 
shade, and this terrific heat beat down 
upon our bare hea until we were 
nearly crazed. 

“As we worked our y along, we 
came upon a turtle, sl Be upon the 
water. We approached it stealthily 
and soon had it captive and between us 
we drank its blood. The crew of the 
raft consisted of the two Mexicans, a 
United States man-of-war’s man, a 
Scotch sailor, and myself. 

“The others all ate of the raw flesh 
of the turtle, but I could not swallow it. 

“When evening came on we were 
within one hundred vards of the shore. 
But it was as forbidding a coast as 
could be imagined. The sea beat against 
a bluff of solid rock and we. counted 
that it would be death to us to attempt 
a landing there. We decided to spend 
another night upon the sea, and lay 
upon our Oars, |

of dismay. During the night we had 
drifted about eight miles from shore. 
Our strength was well night exhausted. 
Moreover, the men were fairly crazed by 
the heat and their long abstinence from 
food and water. They talked incoher- 
ently. Their eyes were wild and di- 
lated. They ordered imaginary stew- 
ards about and demanded food of one 
another. I began to fear that the sail- 
ors might turn covetous eyes upon me. 
But despite our suffering and craze, we 
worked with such zeal as is only known 
where life is at stake. 

“One after another would take a turn 
at an oar, two working at a time, and 
struggle on until he would literally fall 
upon the raft in exhaustion. 

“Along in the#afternoon we saw a 
company of Indians upon a beach. 
They had seen us, and gradually we 
neared them. 

“At 5:30 on that Thursday afternoon 
we were caught in the surf and carried 


ity. As the sixteen-foot raft struck the 
land it was thrown completely over 
endwise. Fortunately no one was in- 
jured. The Indians rushed down and 
pulled us from the water, helping us to 
their village near by. 

“It was eighty-four hours, under most 
terrific heat and awful exposure, since 
we had had food or water. 

“We were the beneficiaries of the 
most hospitable reception from the poor 
Indians. One who possessed scarcely any 
clothing but a beautiful sombrero, took 
that precious article from his head and 
put it on my head. 

“The next afternoon the steamer Ma- 
zatlan appeared off the coast; having 
heard of our rescue, and sent a boat 
with six men after us. But the boat 
was wrecked on the breakers, and the 
men narrowly escaped. Another at- 
tempt was not made. 

“Saturday we started for Tukaman, 
but when we had traveled nine miles to 
McClellan's ranch, I was forced by weak- 
ness to stop. There I remained until 
Tuesday under the kindest treatment, 
and Mr. McClellan and the overseer of 
his great ranch started with me to per- 
sonally escort me to Colima, 8 

“We made the sixty miles to Tuka- 
man on horseback by 4 p.m., and, really, 
I was more dead than alive when we 
reached that point, the heat having 
been almost beyond endurance. 


“On the road through the great for- 
ests, we saw hundreds of monkeys and 
| parrots, and in a great lagoon were 


scores of alligators. 

“At Tukaman we caught a train for 
Colima, thence went to Manzanillo, and 
there took the San Juan, on its return 
from San Francisco for New York, 
stopping for a visit at Puatamala, and 
celebrating the Fourth of July at Pan- 
ama. From Colon we went direct to 
New York, passing under the surveil- 
lance of a man-of-war in Cuban waters, 
and at last, after an extended visit in 
the East, reaching home.”

A Presbyterian » School That is * 
Much Good. 


The Presbyterian Spanish mission 
school, established about two 5 ears ago, 
where destitute Spanish girls may find 
a safe home, is situated in a pleasant 
and comfortable, though very plain, 
cottage, No. 1039 Macy street. The 
home accommodates twelve girls, who 
are taught housework in all its 
branches, and anything that will make 
them good, reliable workers. In the 
day school, which has been in existance

CARE TAKEN OF THE POOR AT 
THE COUNTY HOSPITAL. 


‘A City of Refuge for Some and the 
Ante-room of Death for Others— 
Many Odd Characters and Sad 
Wrecks. 


Disease, insanity and pitiful deform- 
ity are not usually pleasant subjects 
for contemplation, but when these in- 

qrevitadle ilis, which are visited upon a 
Stee proportion of poor humanity, are 
seen in connection with every allevia- 
tion which skill and charity can devise 

* to lessen suffering, the horror is lost in 
admiration for the brave devotion 
which leads physicians and nurses to 
sacrifice ease and comfort for the sake 
of their high profession, and to count 
no effort lost which is for the advance- 
ment of the science of healliig:--— 

Such is the chief impression left by a 

leit to the County Hospital. Many 
painful sights greet the visitor who ac- 
companies the physician on his daily 
round, and many pitiful stories of sin 
and suffering are told by the haggard 
faces and maimed and distorted bodies 
of the poor patients who have drifted 
within its charitable doors, many of 
them only to die; but over all is scrupu- 
lous order and exquisite cleanliness, and 
an air of comfort and even of content 
pervades the entire establishment. 

This comfort and order have cost the 
present superintendent, Dr. D. C. Bar- 
ber, many hours of anxious scheming 
and energetic effort outside of his heavy 
professional duties. The hospital was 
left generously stocked with all that 
was necessary for the well-being of the 
patients at the departure of Dr. Brain- 
erd, but during the incumbency of Dr. 
Hagan, few fresh supplies were pur- 
chased, and everything was conducted 
on a strictly economical plan. With a 
full stock of everything, this was easy, 
but supplies came to an end, and when 
Dr. Barber assumed control the hospi- 
tal was in sore need of refurnishing, 
and almost an entire new stock of bed- 
ding, etc., to replace the worn-out sup- 
Plies that had served their time. The 
county had struck an economical streak, 
and the Board of Supervisors still in- 
sisted upon the most rigid cutting down 
of all expenses, but inch by inch the 
superintendent has succeeded in get- 
ting fresh, clean coats of paint upon 

the worn-out floors and upon the iron 
bedsteads and plain wooden chairs, and 
new mattresses to replace those which 
no longer afforded comfort to the poor, 

aching bodies, as well as many other 
modest improvements which go so far 
toward giving the establishment its 
resent air of plain comfort and clean- 


mess. 

Chief of all the improvements, though, 
and the one which has cost Dr. Barber 
the hardest battle, is the corps of six- 
teen trained nurses which has replaced 
the old unskilled service. The hospital 

_ ig the training school in which these 
girls receive the best of practical expe- 
rience in dealing with all kinds of dis- 


ease, and for the education thus re- 


~ceived they gladly give their services 

two years, receiving only their 

board and lodging and $5 h month for 
necessary books and clothing. 

It is a pleasant sight to see all these 
wholesome, fresh-faced girls moving 
quietly about among the sick and suf- 

‘fering in the different wards, giving the 
thousand little attentions that are nec- 
essary in a sick room, preparing dainty 
dishes in the little kitchen, compound- 
ing medicines in the drug-room oppo- 
site the office, and nursing helpless 

mothers and wee morsels of humanity 

just born into a world of trouble, as 
well as aged men and women who are 
nearly ready to leave it forever. They 
assist in the surgical operations which 
take place nearly every day, and give 
skilled and patient care to the sufferer 
in the critical days which come after 
the terrible ordeal; they acquire a prac- 
tical knowledge of drugs and their uses, 
and are trained with the utmost care 
in all the minutiae which often mean 
life or death in the care of a patient 
dangerously ill. 

Education, refinement, intelligence 
and sound physical health are made the 
sine qua non, and it would be hard to 
find a finer group of women than those 

who are devoting their time to the care 
of the sick and poor. The very uniform 
makes each girl a wholesome picture of 
quiet neatness. The dress of checked 
gingham and the spotless cap and 
apron of white muslin would make the 
age woman attractive, and, upon 

ese fresh young girls, it is irresistibly 
quaint and pretty. 

There are fifteen wards in the hos- 
pital and from nine to twenty-five beds 
in each ward. Of these, the fullest just 
now is the consumption ward, filled 
with patient, hopeful, emaciated crea- 
tures slowly wasting away in the grasp 
of the terrible disease. The fever ward 
has only three or four patients, and 
with these a somewhat novel course of 
treatment is being successfully pur- 
sued. In fever cases, the chief remedies 
used are good food, careful nursing and 
a liberal use of the bath-tub whenever 
the temperature gets dangerously high. 
Very little medicine is given, and, so 
far, every case under this treatment 
has resulted in complete recovery. 

In the other wards, many odd char- 
acters are seen, from the paralyzed old 
horsethief who has not walked a step 
for twenty years, to a pitiful mite of a 
boy, gasping away his young life in 
the agony of a terrible heart-trouble, 
and crying because he cannot run out 
into the warm sunshine. ‘ 

Many men and women who have 
seen better days and known the sunny 
side of life before tasting the bitterness 

._ ©f misery, are there. In one of the 
narrow, clean little beds lies a woman 
with large eyes and a delicate, intellec- 
tual face, who is a graduate of Welles- 

‘ley College, and once traveled through 
Europe as a correspondent for the New 
York World. Walking, or rather, stag- 
gering up and down the porch every 
warm afternoon, is a man who was once 
„prominent and wealthy merchant of 
St. Louls, now a pauper, and afflicted 
with a terrible disease of the brain. 
Sitting in a big arm-chair, and dozing 
‘his life away, is a white-haired old man 


. in whose office some of our most prom- 


ment lawyers were prepared for the 
bar. -Truly, all sorts and conditions of 
men and women have come to this 
refuge, and are helped in their time of 


From the wards it is a _ relief to go 
through the dining-rooms and kitchen, 
Where the best quality of plain food is 
carefully prepared for the invalids, 
and where the same order and exquisite 
cleanliness prevaiis as in the rest of the 
“Building. One of Dr. Barber's most 
cherished plans for improvement is the 
replacing of the old ranges by an ap- 
paratus for steam heating and cooking. 
Besides the greater convenience and 
cleanliness, it will save enough in the 
bill for fuel to pay for itself in a very 
‘few years, as oj) is less than half the 
Price of the coal now used. 

A steam laundry will soon be built, 
and the superintendent has hopes of 
mew brick wards, so badly needed and 
once almost granted by the county. 
The dairy, which is supplied with the 
milk from fifteen cows, and which sup- 
plies the hospital, is kept cool and fresh 

y a stream of running water which 
flows through it, and the chicken-yard, 
under the care of Billy McGoon, keeps 
up the poultry end of the establishment 
in excellent shape. 

Im the midst of the extensive and 
beautifully-kept grounds is a _ tank- 
frouse, surmounted by a microscopic 
and bacteriological laboratory, where 
all kinds of scientific researches into 
the true inwardness of bacteria of all 
kinds are made by the students, or 
“internes,"’ who act as assistants to Dr. 
Barber and his chief assistant, Dr. 
Claire W. Murphy. Of these students, 


there are now three, Drs. Joseph King, 


Ralph Hagan and George W. Hawkins, 
and these take, in turn, the different 
wards of the hospital, serving without 
compensation and for the experience. 

The hospital is remarkably well car- 
ried on in spite of the many disadvan- 
tages arising from lack of funds, but so 
much still needs to be done that it is 
to be sincerely hoped that the day is not 
far distant when the county will feel 
able to fit out this most deserving insti- 
tution as it should be.

EDUCATIONAL WORK. 


The Inception of the . M. C. 4. 
Winter Season. 


The opening reception of the evening 
classes of the Young Men's Christian 
Association was held last evening in the 
auditorium of the association building. 
Dr. J. T. Price, chairman of the Educa- 
tional Committee, presided and the 
corps of teachers occupied the platform. 
After a selection by the T. M. C. X. 
Guitar and Mandolin Quartette, Dean 
Phillips of the University of Southern 
California spoke to the assembled stu- 
dents, his address being in part as fol- 
lows: 

“The young man who enters the twen- 
tleth century and becomes a success 
must think. Education is possible to 
every man, even without college or 
school. It is not the number of sciences 
that a man masters, but the manner in 
which he masters the one subject which 
counts. Whether by the pine knot, the 
tallow candle, or the student's lamp, he 
can learn aright. All that lies before 
men for good and right is before you. 
Great and valuable as colleges are for 
the advancement of learning among 
men, they are not the exclusive avenue 
to culture. There is nothing so grand 
in this world as a clean young man. 
To such a man culture comes as an em- 
bellishment. See that the house in 
which you live is clean. ‘Knowledge its 
power,’ but it is a power to sweep the 
heavens or to bring ruin. We should 
seek it for excellence in life. That edu- 
cation is to be deprecated which sends 
a man from the lathe to the store, from 
the farm to the office. I would have 
you seek edueation so that you can 
transmute your powers into service. I 
ask no greater blessing for you than 
that you should be a blessing to your 
fellows. A cultured mind dignifies any 
employment.” 

General Secretary Ball followed with 
an outline of the work for the coming 
season. The number of studies has 
been materially increased and efforts 
have been made to grade the courses of 
study. Prizes of a membership will be 
offered for excellence of work. George 
W. Hodge of New York city, the educa- 
tional secret of the International 
Committee of F. M. C.A’s, was present, 
having come to the city to attend the 
convention which opens Thursday. He 
made a short address upon the educa- 
tional work, using charts and present- 
ing some very striking figures. Mr. 
Hodge will make another address Sat- 
urday evening. An exhibif of work 
being done in other places by classes of 
the Young Men’s Christian Association 
has been put up in the parlors and was 
inspected by the students. The exhibit 
is open to the public. After the meet- 
ing a large number of young men en- 
rolled themselves in the various classes. 

The supper and welcoming exercises 
to the convention delegates will occur 
this evening under the direction of the 
Los Angeles association and the Los 
Angeles auxiliary. The organization 
of the convention will be perfected to- 
morrow morning. 


MINING NEWS. 
The Merced Mines—San Andreas 


Ledge—Brief News. 


The Merced Gold Mining Company, a 
corporation of well-known capitalists 
and mining men, has been buying prup- 
erty in the rich mineral district round 
Coulterville, said to be one of the best 
in the United States, and intend to put 
the latest improved machinery into the 
mines already there, and to work them 
on a large scale. 

Most of these mines have been worked 
once, in a way, and therein lies one of 
the proofs that they are still rich in 
gold. As far back as 1849 and 1850 many 
of these same mines were being devel- 
oped, though the development at that 
time consisted principally of surface 
scratching. A good worker could in 
those times take enough gold from the 
top of the ground in one day to pay a 
trip to New York and back at present 
prices, and he did it without machincry, 
too. But one by one the mines were 
closed and abandoned and have ie- 
mained idle for many years, waiting 
for development at the hands of capital. 
During the past few years capital has 
been seeking that sort of investment, 
and has been finding it in large quan- 
tities in the Coulterville mining district. 

A fine ledge of quartz has been located 
at San Andreas, on the ranch of J. II. 
Wells, which shows indications of be- 
ing one of the best mines in that local- 
ity. The lead is about fifty feet in 
width, and lies between well-defined 
walls. 

Prospects taken over the entire sur- 
face of the lead from wall to wall, show 
a yield of from $10 to $12 to the ton, to 
say nothing of the sulphurets with 
which the rock is heavily laden, which 
will at least produce an equal quantity 
of the yellow metal. 

Mr. Wells has given a working bond 
on the mine to an English syndicate, 
and work will probably be commenced 
at once. 

Another rich strike at San Andreas 
has been made by John Scieffard, who 
discovered in his mine a rich vein of 
quartz about two and a half feet wide. 
Some of the ore taken out contained 
good-sized lumps of pure gold. 

It is reported that the New York 
mine, three miles west of Jackson, 
which has been held so persistently by 
W. G. Anderson for so many years, has 
been sold to a San Francisco company, 


and will be started up shortly as the 


Evening Star mine. 

Ten stamps of the Amador Queen mill 
have been started on refuse rock. This 
is to get the mill in good working shape 
for the test crushing, which will com- 
mence next week. It is proposed to run 
through about three hundred tons of 
ore taken from.the bottom of the shaft. 
The plates are resilvered and every- 
thing has been done to make the test a 
fair one as far as the gold-yielding 
properties of the rock by mill process 
are concerned: The ledge is large 
enough to keep forty or sixty stamps 
running steadily. If the rock mills $3 
per ton a big mining industry will be 
developed at this point.

State of Things Reported at San 
lego.

“A number of the outside constables 
told me,” he said, “that they are af- 
forded no backing by the Supervisors 
or by the District Attorney's office in 
attempts to catch criminals, those of- 
ficials declining to allow the necessary 
fees and expenses. These constables 
complain that the District Attorney’s 
office and the Board of Supervisors are 
Populists and that in tr to make 

a great show of economy those officials 
will not allow necessary expenses.

the criminals when their expenses there- 
for are not allo 

Too much blame in the matter 
should not be attached to the Sheriff’s 
office, for She Jennings, since he 
came into office, has been afflicted with 
some disease of the eyes by which he 
has almost lost his eyesight. Neverthe- 
less the condition of things as far as 
the apprehension of criminals is con- 
cerned is a disgrace to San Ro 
county.“

High School — 

fo Consider’ the Metter: ‘This 
-Evening—A Scarcity of Scholar- 
ships in This State. 


A meeting at the Los Angeles High 
School alumni has been called for this 
evening, which promises to be of un- 
usual interest, not orfly to the alumni 
members themselves, but to many other 
people of this city. 

The head of the Alumni Association, 
Miss Mary E. Foy. , together with 
other recognized leaders, has formu- 
lated a plan whereby a perpetual schol- 
arship in the State University for the 
benefit of the High School graduates 
may be founded, It is for the purpose 
of bringing this question before the o- 
ciety that the meeting has been ar- 
ranged, with Judge Cheney, Lesiie R. 
Hewitt and — ms O’Melveney as ora- 
tors of the eve 

It may here be bald that no scholar- 
ship in the State University has ever 
been endowed by any person or per- 
sons in the southern part of the State. 
And of all the 514 that have gradusted 
from the High School, from the first 
class of "15 down to the present day, 
but one person has been enabled to 
take a college course through the aid of 
a scholarship. That one was Miss 


Thirzey Brookman, 94. It was mrinly 


through the efforts of the law firm of 
Graves, Shankland & O'Melveney that 
Miss Brookman was enabled to obtain 
the prize. 

Mr. O’Melveney is a member of the 
class of ‘75, and the first of the gradu- 
ates of the High School to obtain his. 
degree from the university at Berkeley. 
Speaking of the matter of acholarships 
and of how this solitary plum fell to 
our lot, Mr. O’Melveney said in a 
stance: 

The university is not overburdened 
with endowed scholarships. At present 
there exists only the one of Mrs. Hearst, 
widow of the Senator, and the two fel- 
lowships called the Joseph Le Count 
fellowships, which are for the benefit of 
the graduates of the university only. 
Mrs. Hearst’s endowment provides for 
eight scholarships of $300 a year, solely 
for young Women. The two fellowships 
are each of $600 a year, and allow one 
year’s post-graduate course in any uni- 
versity in the world. Prof. Le Count's 
own son won one ot the two fellowships 
which were first awarded, and spent 
hig year at Cornell. There are no schol- 
arships proper open to young men. 
The ald of Mrs. Hearst ts extended at 
the discretion of the regents when va- 
cancies occur. At the time of my appli- 
cation for Miss Brookman, her 
request was one of fifty and the pres- 
sure brought to bear was so great that 
the regents were placed in a very em- 
barrassing position. Mrs. Hearst was 
petitioned to change her arrangement 
of eight scholarships of $300, to twelve 
of $200. But she refused so to do, believ- 
ing it impossible for a student to live 
properly on less than $300 a year. The 
regents awarded the vacant scholarship 


to a young woman who had proven 


her claims to the honor during the 
freshman year. But such were the qual- 
ifications of Miss Brookman that. Mrs. 

Hearst created an additional scholar- 

ship of $300 for her benefit, to expire at 
her graduation. Miss Brookman’s rec- 
ord at the High School was almost un- 
precedented. She completed the four 
years’ course in three, doing one year’s 
w “a in o mier vacation.

Tt is a fact that the jail is a mere shed 
With its four small cells usually inrequi- 
gition for “drunks” and vags.“ and i 
‘was out of humanity that Mrs. Apper- 
don was kept in Recorder Rossiter’s 
wffice until 11 o’clock at night, until she 
secured her bondsmen, instead of being 
incarcerated, as-is customary when 
bondsmen are not forthcoming. She 
was arraigned in the regular way, the 
charges read to her, and she made her 
plea.

FRUIT -GROWERS’ ASSOCIATION. 
The annual meeting of the Fruit- 
growers’ Association was held this 
afternoon in Recorder Rossiter's court- 
foom, and about sixty members were 
present. This number was not suffi- 
client to constitute a quorum according 
to the provisions of the constitution of 
the association. It was therefore im- 
ible to perform any business 
egally, but the president, George F. 
Kernaghan, said that he would recom- 
mend that the reports be read. Before 
this was done Mr. Kernaghan made a 
few remarks. He urged upon the growers 
the importance of shipping good fruit, 
because the sale of poor fruit is an in- 
jury to the credit of the association. He 
advised a change in the form of agree- 
ment with shippers, whereby a refusal 
to pack poor fruit would be one of the 
clauses. He also advised a change in 
the by-laws and said that the banks 
were willing to advance money on 
warehouse receipts of oranges, to cnable 
the exchanges to handle the fruit 
promptly. Mr. Kernaghan said that while 
the year just closed had been a bad 
one for oranges, the association of Pas- 
adena had been more fortunate than 
many similar organizations. He com- 
plimented Messrs. Weight and Jones, 
the former the manager and the latter 
the secretary of the business of the as- 
sociation, for their services, and then 
made way for the latter gentleman, 
who read a statement of the last sea- 
son's business, which was as follows: 
Boxes of oranges marketed through 
the exchange, 20,294; boxes of lemons 
marketed, 815; total, 21,109 boxes. Cash 
cer. $17,958.47; cash paid growers, 


The principal items paid out In mar- 
keting the fruit were: Box material, 


$2654.84; box making, $212.13; cleaning 
fruit, $764.32; packing fruit, $651.61; 
la 8.39; paper, $473.07; nails, $80.69. 


The total shipments of 21,109 boxes of 
fruit, equal to about seventy cars, are 
far greater than those of last year, 
when the association shipped but forty- 
two cars, 

DEATH OF MILFORD FISH. 

There are few men who have done 
more for the advancement of Pasadena 
than did Milford Fish. one of its oldest 
citizens, who died this afternoon of con- 
sumption. Mr. Fish had been ailing 
more or less all summer; but only dur- 
ing the last three weeks has his illness 
been considered serious, and its final 
termination comes as a shock to the 
community where Mr. Fish was well 
known and deeply respected. Mr. Fish 
was born in Hamburgh, New York, in 
the year 1829, and made his first visit 


to California in the golden days of 40. 


coming across the plains and remaining 
on this Coast two years. He then re- 
turned to New York and engaged suc- 
cessfully in mercantile pursuits. Re- 
tiring from business in 1886 he came to 
Pasadena and established his home on 


Marengo avenue at the corner of Flor-

street, where he had ever since 
resided. He fnvested largely in real es- 
tate, and built the Fish Block on Colo- 
rado street. Mr. Fish was a man of 
earnest patriotism and public spirit 
and took a deep interest in municipal 
improvements. When the subject of 
Street paving was under discussion, he 
succeeded in having certain’ specifica- 
tions for such work adopted by the 


' - Council, and all of the paving was done 


according to them. So excellent have 
they proven that other city councils 
have edopted them. Mr. Fish was a 
member of the Baptist church, and was. 
a man of spiritual nature and high con- 
victions of religious duty. He has been 
largely instrumental in the prosperity 
of his chosen denomination in this com- 
munity. Personally Mr. Fish was a 
man of conservative thought, a tender 
husband and father, and his heart was 
always open to the unfortunate. He 
leaves a widow and nine children, a son 
and a daughter who reside in Buffalo 
being at present on their way West.

7 7 hasty examination Mr. Thomas 
was found almost cold in death. The 
Coroner was notified and today an in- 
quest was held, the verdict of the jury 
being death from natural causes and 
presumably heart-disease. 

Mr. Thomas was 48 years of age and 
leaves a widow and family of children. 
He has been a resident of Tustin for a 
number of years and is a well-known 
farmer of the community.

RIVERSIDE COUNTY. 


EXTENT OF THE COUNTY’S FRUIT- 
GROWING INDUSTRY. | 


A Courageous Act—Meeting of the 
Navel Orange Company street 
Railroad Construction—A Case of 
Malicious Mischief — Important 
Meetings on the Tapis. | 


RIVERSIDE, Oct. 7.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) Horticultural Commis- 
sioners Van Kirk and Havens have just 
compiled some statistics which are con- 
tained in Secretary Havens’s report to 
the State Board of Horticulture, which 
are of much interest. The number of 
acres planted to fruits of all kinds 
have before been given in these col- 
umns, but the relative values of the 
citrus and deciduous-fruit lands have 
not been before given. Secretary Ha- 
vens’s report says: “The magnitude 
of the fruit-growing interests of this 
county is best arrived at by a study of 
the following figures: The Assessor's 
books show there are 113,307 acres of 
fruit lands in the county, with water- 
rights. This land is assessed at $4,- 
230,340, and the fruit trees growing on 
it at $688,747. When we consider that 
all fruit trees under 4 years of age are 
not assessed under the present law. and 
that in Riverside Valley more than one- 
half the trees are in that category, we 
can form some conception of not only 
the present importance but the future 
greatness of this overshadowing indus- 
try. The values given do not include 
the buildings on these lands, nor the 
water properties, nor pipe lines, ditches, 
canals, dams, etc. With these included 
it would show that fully 70 per cent. 
of the taxable property of the county 
is included in this industry. There are 
25,149 acres devoted to horticulture in 
the county, divided as follows: Citrus 
fruits, 15,407 acres; deciduous, 7286; 
grapes, 1556, and olives, 900. There were 
over four thousand acres newly planted 
this year to fruite—citrus, 800 acres; de- 
ciduous, 2900; olives, 300. A few years 
and the area of our orchards will be 
doubled. 

There were shipped from Riverside 
Valley the past season 837,147 boxes of 
oranges, and about seventy carloads of 
lemons, and from South Riverside for- 
ty-four carloads of oranges and lemons, 
making a grand total of 871,347 boxes, 
or 2904 carloads of 300 boxes each. The 
totals of the crops of deciduous fruits 
for the present year are not accessible 
yet, but are known to far exceed 
former years. 

When we consider that not to exceed 
one-third of our orchards are in bear- 
ing, and not over one-fourth in fun 
bearing. it can be seen that an enor- 
mous increase in our fruit product wil! 
occur in the very near future.” 

The report concludes with, “I would 
say horticulture in this county is on a. 
better basis than ever before, and with 
the success of the co-operative market- 


— of fruit its future is brighter than 
fer.“

UNJUST FREIGHT RATBS. In es- 
timating the possibilities of building up 
a manufacturing business in Los Ange- 
les, one of the leading features, which 
must be taken into account is the 
freight rates from this city to surround- 
ing points, It is a well-known fact 
that Los ‘Angeles ts“ discriminated 
against by the railroad, and this is one 


ig | reason why our merchants have not 


more successful in extending the 
field of trade. The Commercial Bulie- 
tin in a recent issue has the following 
to say on this subject: . 

„It is manifestly unjust to us that 
railroad freight rates, and express rates 
too, should be so arranged ‘as to give 
San Francisco, Kansas City, St. Louis, 
New Orleans and other competing 
points an advantage over us in terri- 
tory that naturally belongs to this city. 
Midway between any of the above 
points and Los Angeles the rates ought 
to be the same. For example, Los An- 
geles ought to have the same rate to 
Goshen, in the center of the San Joa- 
quin Valley, as San Francisco has 
Yet it is a fact that the freight rates 
are dead against us at all points north 
of Bakersfield. That many of our bust- 
ness men push into Fresno and do a 
fair amount of trade there is due to 
their pluck and energy, and in spite of 
the unfair discrimination practiced by 
the railroad and express companies. 
Going to the eastward we ought to be 
able to compete with St. Louis and 
Kansas City as far as Albuquerque, 
and even beyond there. As a matter 
of fact, goods are laid down as far west 
as Yuma at a less rate from Kansas 
City than from Los Angeles. This is 
simply an intolerable injustice to our 
business interests. T New Or- 
leans we ought to compete as far as EI 
Paso on equal terms with the mer- 
chants of the Crescent City; but the 
fact is that in some lines the diserim- 
ination is so severe as to absolutely 
shut us out from any part in El Paso 
trade. Los Angeles is much nearer El 
Paso than New Orleans is. The South- 
ern Pacific is a California company in 
truth and fact. That company ought 
to e us a full measure of

FAKE CALIFORNIA PRODUCTS. 
Parties who have recently visited the 
East com of the number ot esta. 
lishments purporting to sell California 
products which are impositions on the 
public, selling second-class goods that 
come from other sections, and thus giv- 
ing California products a bad name. It 
is not improbable that. the wrong im- 
pressions which many people have re- 
ceived of our products from such estab- 
lishments is one reason why the sale of 
California goods has not been extended 
more rapidly in the Fast. g 

To counteract the bad effect ot such 
impositions it would be an excellent 
idea if the producers of California 
would unite to establish agencies for 
the products of this State in the lead- 
ing cities of the East, where every- 
thing sold would be of first-class qual- 
ity. Such agencies could easily be 
made to at least pay the expenses of 
conducting them, and at the same time 
they would be a first-class advertise- 
ment for the State, showing the Hast- 
ern people what California is really ca- 
pable of producing. This might be a 
good idea for the various fruit ex- 
changes to take hold of, as such agen- 
cies could be run in connection with 
the regular offices in Eastern cities, 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

A GOVERNMENT RAILROAD. It 
is suggested that advocates of govern- 
ment ownership of railroads have an 
opportunity ‘to make a fight on the 
opening given by the representatives of 
the owners of the Union Pacific. They 
not only express great dissatisfaction 
with the manner in which the receiver 
has managed the property, but they 
suggest that the government take the 
road and operate it as a trust for the 
owners. 

This would certainly be a * chance 
to test the strong and we points of 
government ownership of railroads, 


concerning which so many conflicting 
ideas have been expressed. 


WINE FERMENTS. The agricul- 
tural experiment station at Berkeley 
has been engaged in some interesting 
experiments with wine ferments or 
yeasts, and expects next year to be in 
a position to supply these ferments to 
a large number of wine-makers: It has 
been shown during the past few years 
that the quality of wine depends largely 
on the variety. and purity of the yeast. 
The following information on this sub- 
ject, furnished by a correspondent of 
the San Francisco Call, will be read 
with interest by wine-makers in this 

“Investigations and experiments of 
Reitsch, Martinand, Jacquemin and 
others leave no doubt of the great influ- 
ence of the use of certain kinds of yeast 
on the quality of the resulting wine. It 


may be said to have been distinctly | 


proven that by the use of pure and se- 
lected yeasts wines can be greatly im- 
proved in clearness, alcoholic strength, 
cleanness of taste and in quality gen- 
erally.. Whether the further claim of 
the most ardent advocates of pure 
yeasts, viz., that by the use of appro- 
priate kinds any chafacter, as, for in- 
stance, that of ‘vin e Berdeaux,’ 
champagne, burgundy, etc., can be pro- 
duced with a neutral grape may -be 
considered as yet problematic. ‘ How- 
ever this may be, the use of Jacquemin’s 
pure, selected yeasts is an assured suc- 
cess, for, whereas, in 1891 only a few 
wine-makers experimented with them;

LETTERS TO THE TIMES. 
Defense of Chinese Missions and 
Mission Work. 

LOS ANGELES, Oct. 7.—(To the Edi- 
tor of The Times:) I am very sorry to 
see your last Sundays adverse criti- 
cism of the mission work among the 
Chinese in this county and in China, 
and I think much injustice is done to 
the Chinese converts. Now, in behalf 
of the same, please permit me to pen a 
few lines for the enlightenment of your 
readers on this question. 

The success of the mission work 
among our people is not an open ques- 
tion, as claimed by some, but is an ac- 
complished fact. Every honest and 
fair-minded person who has given much 
— get on the subject and has investi- 
gated the same for himself, would come 
to no other conclusion but that the 
work is a splendid success, a success of 
which every Christian people should be 
proud. The success would be still more 
triumphant and more wonderful if we 
take the great obstacles to the work 
into consideration. It is a well known 
fact that the good influence of the 
godly missionaries in China is partially 
neutralized by the greedy and immoral 
conduct of most of the foreign traders 
and sailors in China, who are the most 
stubborn and bitter enemies to the mis- 
sionaries there. And in this country, 
nearly every Chinese colony is sur- 
rounded by most shameless and aban- 
doned white women with their equally 
shameless male consorts. The influ- 
ence of such a surrounding could be bet- 
ter imagined than described. And 
what Chinaman has not been assaulted, 
kicked, storied and cursed in this 
country by a certain class of white peo- 
ple? Is it not a wonder that in the 
face of all this, a single Chinaman 
could be induced to discard the revered 
religion of his fathers to embrace that 
of the white men, not to say anything 
about the large number who have al- 
ready done so? Dr. A. Smith once said 
that he expected to see much surprise 
in heaven, but the greatest surprise 
would be to see a Chinaman there by 
way of California. There is a great 
deal of truth in that. 

There are many hundred converted 
Chinese in this country who are just as 
consistent in their lives, faithful to 
their vows and active in missionary 
works as the older and more experi- 
enced Christians in the American 
churches. And as to contributions for 
missionary purposes, they compare 
more favorably with their richer white 
brethren. During the past three years 
the Presbyterian Chinese converts in 
this State raised several thousand dol- 
lars among themselves for the purpose 
of building chapels and supporting na- 
tive missionaries in Kwong-Tung prov- 
ince. Many of them gave a whole 
month’s wages. Two young men in San 
Francisco who worked for only $35 as 
cooks in families, gave $80. That is 
more than many Americans can do. 
Does this show that the Chinese come 
to the mission schools for a selfish pur- 
pose only? 

When a Chinaman becomes a Chris- 
tian he has a great deal to sacrifice, 
while nothing to gain materially. He 
has to give up the religion of his fath- 
ers, the love and affection of his family, 
the friendship of his old acquaintances, 
and he has to bear persecutions from 
his own people in particular, and from 
the mass in general. So no Chinaman 
will become a Christian without sin- 
cere love fer the object of his faith. I 
have been at the death bed of a num- 
ber of Christian Chinese, and the inci- 
dents there witnessed prov clearly 
the workings of the rich grace of God 
in their hearts. It is evident that the 
Chinese converts not only do live Chris- 
tians but also die Christians.

The press all over the country made 
great capital out of the alleged opinion 
of Rev. Donehoo of Pittsburgh, claim- 
ing that missionary work among the 
Chinese ts futile. But Rev. Donehoo 
never said anything of the kind. The 
writer corresponded with Mr. Donehoo 
about his opinion as published in the 
papers, and what he gave was entirely 
different from that which appeared in 
the papers. He was only criticizing the 
method of local work among the Chi- 
nese, and not the work in general. Mr. 
Donehoo has done no missionary work 
among the Chinese, and has had no 
connection with the work whatever. 
Consequently his experience is very 
limited, and hie range of observation 
must be very narrow. And even if he 
had made such statement as printed in 
the papers he should be pitted, for his 
ignorance and sent to school to learn 
more general intelligence, instead of 
being held up to the world as a speci- 
men American savant. 

The martyrdoms of propagandists of 
Christianity are not new things.

Christian Chinaman’s Wife Leading 
a Life of Shame. 

Long Kee, a “Christian” Chinaman 
employed as a domestic at the Coro- 
nado Hotel, has domestic trouble, and 
he wants Chief of Police Glass to help 
him out. Long Kee has a “Christian 
wife, or at least a wife who ought to 
be a Christian, for she was educated 
at a Chinese mission, like Long Kee 
himself. But it seems that Mrs. Long 
Kee has fallen from grace, deserted 
her husband's bed and board and is at 
present leading a life of shame in 
Chinatown, this city. This makes Long 
Kee very sad, and he has written to 
Chief Glass twice asking his assist- 
ance in redeeming her from her evil 
ways. A photograph of the woman 
was inclosed in each letter. The pic- 
ture represents her to be a comely 
almond-eyed dame, dressed in the 
height of American fashion, puffed 
sleeves and all. The police have not 
as yet discovered the woman, but Long 
Kee himself will be in the city today 
to assist in the search.
